Tlie  Inventory  of  Federal  Archives  in  the  States  is  ohe  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  work  of  the  Survey  of  Federal  Archives,  \ifliich  operated 
as  a  nation-Tri.de  project  of  the  ITorks  Progress  Administration  fron 
January  1,  1936  to  Jime  30,  1937,  and  hat;  been  continued  in  J/iassa- 
chusetts  since  that  date  as  a  state  project  of  that  Administration, 

The  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  Inventory  is  as  follows: 
Series  I  consists  of  reports  on  the  administration  of  the  Survey^ 
acknoxTledgments^  and  general  discussions  of  the  location,  condition, 
and  content  of  federal  archives  in  the  states*  Succeeding  series 
contain  the  detailed  information  sociirod  by  workers  of  the  Survey, 
in  inventory  fonHj  a  separate  series  niombor  being  assigned  to  each 
of  the  executive  departments  (except  the  Department  of  State)  and 
other  major  units  of  the  Federal  Governments  ViTithin  each  series  No»  1 
is  a  general  introduction  to  the  field  org&aization  and  records  of  the 
governmental  agency  concerned;  the  sudceeding  numbers  contain  the  in- 
ventory proper,  separate  numbers  being  assigned  to  each  state  in  al- 
phabetical ordor.  Thus,  in  each  series,  the  inventory  for  Alabiuna  is 
No.  E,  that  for  /jizona  No,  3,  that  for  Arkansas  No.  4,  etc* 

For  each  local  office  information  regarding  each  series,  or  unit  of 
related  records,  is  presented  in  the  follovfing  order:   title,  incliisive 
dates  (''to  date"  indicating  an  open  file  at  the  time- the  information 
was  secured) ,  general  description  of  informational  content,  description 
of  the  system  of  filing  or  indexing  (if  any),  a  statement  of  frequency 
and  purpose  of  use,  form  of  the  record  itself  (bound  volumes,  sheets 
in  folders,  etco),  linear  footage,  description  of  the  containers,  phy- 
sical condition  of  the  records  (not  stated  if  satisfactory) ,  location 
by  room  number  or  other  identifying  information,  and  finally,  the  num- 
ber of  the  Form  58SA  on  which  this  information  v/as  originally  recorded 
by  a  Survey  worker  and  from  v.'hich  it  vfas  abstracted  for  the  Inventory. 
This  form  is  on  file  in  The  National  Archives.  IVhen  it  contains  sub- 
stantial information  on  addenda  sheets  which  has  not  been  included  in 
the  mimeographed  abstract,  indication  of  this  is  given  by  use  of  the 
reference  "See  addenda." 

In  Massachusetts  the  work  of  the  Survey  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  I'lr.  Jc  U.  McSlroy.  This  inventory  of  the  records  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce  in  Massachusetts  was  prepared  in  the  Boston  office  of  the 
Survey,  and  was  edited  before  final  typing  by  'Dr«  Erik-  MJsh.or&    of  the  ^ 
Washington  office.

The  Customs  Service  was  established  in  Boston  in  1789,  with  offices 
in  the  Exchange,  and  after  a  series  of  removals,  the  agency  was  finally 
quartered  in  the  present  Custom  House,  which  was  erected  in  1849  and 
later  remodeled. 

In  1912,  the  Customs  Service  was  redistricted  and  Ifessachusetts 
became  collection  district  4,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  collector 
at  Boston,  and  nine  Massachusetts  ports  became  subports  of  Boston, 
each  under  a  deputy  collector. 

Most  of  the  records  in  the  Custom  House  are  well  arranged  and  in 
good  condition.  The  records  in  the  Court  House  and  Post  Office 
Building  are  in  excellent  condition.  Some  of  the  earliest  records 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Baker  Library,  Harvard  University.  One 
serial  was  fovind  at  the  Army  Base,   Registers  of  Vessels  for  1789  - 
1802  were  sent  to  Washington,  B.C.,  for  use  in  connection  with  French 
Spoliation  Claims.  ]\fc.ny  records  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  1893, 
including  Passenger  Lists,  1813  -  1883,  and  Crew  Lists,  1803  -  1891.

Established  in  1789,  in  a  dwelling  house  v;hich  still  stands  on 
Pleasant  Street  in  Dighton,  this  agency  moved  to  Fall  River  in  1834. 
In  1843,  a  fire  destroyed  the  building  and  most  of  the  records  and 
after  a  year  in  temporary  quarters  at  North  Main  and  Elm  Streets  space 
was  obtained  in  Fall  Rivnr  City  Hall.  In  1854,  the  office  was  moved  to 
the  lilietacomet  Banlc  Building,  at  Anawan  and  Water  Streets,  and  in  1880, 
to  the  Federal  Building,  then  under  construction  at  Bedford  and  Second 
Streets.  In  1931,  during  the  construction  of  its  present  quarters,  it 
occupies?,  rooms  in  the  Broi-m  Building  at  Pine  and  North  Main  Streets. 
Records  of  this  agency  are  kept  in  tliree  rooms  on  the  second  floor  and 
one  room  in  the  basement;  those  in  the  basement  are  exposed  to  moistirre 
from  the  Quoquechan  River  which  runs  beneath  the  building.

The  Customs  Service  vjas  established  in  Gloucester  in  1789.  Successive 
collectors  carried  on  customs  activities  in  their  respective  homes  from 
that  date  until  1854,  when  an  office  was  set  up  in  the  Post  Office  Build- 
ing on  Main  Street.  The  agency  occupied  this  space  for  80  years  and 
until  the  new  Post  Office  Building  \vas  erected  in  1934.  The  town  v/as 
made  a  subport  of  tlie  district  headquarters  in  Boston  in  1915,  and  since 
that  time  a  deputy  collector  and  a  small  staff  have  performed  all  customs 
fujictions.  Almost  all  of  the  earlier  records  of  the  agency  were  trans- 
ferred several  years  ago  to  the  Customs  House  and  the  Essex  Institute 
in  Salem,  Mass.  Consequently,  most  of  the  records  discovered  at 
Gloucester  and  reported  upon  are  comparatively  recent  (a  few  date  from 
the  1840 's)  and  all  of  them  apparently  are  in  excellent  condition.

The  records  are  maintained  in  poor  condition  on  shelves  in 
bookcases,   cabinets,   a  trunk,   closets,  vrooden  boxes,   and  scattered 
on  floors  in  offices  and  storage  rooms  of  this  three-story  colonial 
building.     They  are  crowded,   inaccessible,   and  often  in  proximity 
to  bales  of  cotton,   are  not  protected  against  fire  or  theft,    and  are 
for  the  most  part  dirty.     Some  have  been  destroyed  by  fire ,   and 
Registers  1792  -  18ul  were  sent  to  Uashin^iton,  D,Ci     Many  compound 
entries  have  overlapping  dates.

Records  in  the  Public  Library 


Pleasant  Street 

Many  of  the  records  of  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  port  of  New 
Bedford  during  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  and  throughout  the  19th 
centujy  have  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Fr^o  Public  Library 
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of  New  Bedford.  They  are  of  inestimable  value  because  tliey  present 
graphic  details  of  the  greatest  era  of  shipping  in  the  history  of  the 
city.  Their  present  location  makes  them  more  available  for  research 
by  historians  and  v/riters  of  historical  fiction.  Here  may  be  found 
most  of  the  records  connected  with  the  "Nevj  Bedford  Vfhalers",  the  ships 
that  made  New  Bedford  better  known  than  London  in  places  off  the  shipping 
lanes. 

The  archives  include  fiscal  records  and  correspondence,  entrances, 
clearances,  manifests,  licenses,  certificates,  bonds,  oaths,  letters, 
reports  of  lighthouse  keepers,  crew  lists,  shipping  agreements,  and 
other  marine  papers.  They  are  stored  on  steel  shelves  on  the  Lith  stack 
floor  and  are  for  the  most  part  brittle  and  dirty.  Some  of  the  papers 
and  volumes  have  been  torn  and  damaged  by  careless  handling,  and  in  a 
few  cases  liave  been  soaked  by  v/ater.  Vandals  have  cut  the  signatures 
of  Presidents  from  alraost  all  the  "Sea  Letters",

The  Barnstable  district  was  created  as  district  VII  by  Act  of  Congress 
in  1789.   It  included  the  port  of  Barnstable  and  subports  of  Provincetownj 
Sandwich,  Wellfleet,  Chatham,  and  later,  Falmouth^  Hyannis,  and  Dennis. 
The  archives  of  this  district,  now  stored  at  the  New  Bedford  Custom  House, 
show  evidence  of  age,  careless  handling,  and  faulty  containers,,  many  are 
torn,  with  broken  bindings  and  brittle  pages.

The  Customs  SerYice  for  the  district  of  Plymouth  was  established 
December  18,  1790,  with  headquartors  in  the  Leyden  Block  in  that 
flourishing  port.  As  its  trade  diminished  during  the  19th  century^ 
the  agency  moved  to  smaller  quarters  in  the  Governor  Bradford  Block, 
June  31^  1906|  and  with  the  continued  decrease  in  the  importance  of 
the  office,  it  was  made  a  subport  of  district  4,  under  the  col2£  ctor 
in  Boston,  July  1,  1913,  Two  years  later^  a  single  room  was  found 
sufficient  for  its  needs,  and  the  deputy  collector  was  established  in 
the  then  new  Post  Office  Building,  where  he  has  since  continued  alone.

PROVINCETOWN 

Office  of  Deputy  Collector

As  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  a  deputy  collector  was  first  appointed 
in  Provincetown  in  I86O4  Until  1885,  each  appointee  usually  selected 
his  own  residence  as  an  office j  after  that  date,  the  new  collector's 
office  was  moved  to  a  comnercial  building  in  the  tovm.   Instances  wero 
cited  of  some  collectors*  refusals  to  turn  over  the  keys  and  papers  of 
the  office  to  new  appointees.  In  1913,  the  port  of  Provincetown  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  Boston;  prior  to  that  date^  the  office  had 
been  classed  as  a  subport  of  the  district  of  Barnstable,  A  few  fishing 
vessels  and  yachts  carry  on  most  of  the  imritime  activities  which  are 
supervised  by  the  Customs  Service  today,,  imports  and  exports  are  rarely 
handled,  and  the  present  deputy  collector  serves  on  a  part  time  basis 
only. 

Some  old  Provincetown  customs  records  were  returned  here  in  1919, 
when  the  Barnstable  office  was  abolished.  In  tlie  miscellaneous  assort- 
ment of  b-cimd  Tolumes  and  bundled  papers,  1869  was  the  earliest  date 
reported  upon.  These  records  are  stored  haphazardly  in  an  open  box  in 
the  attic;  current  records  are  either  sent  to  Boston  or  maintained  safe- 
ly in  the  two  rooms  used  by  the  collector.

The  Customs  Service  at  the  port  of  Salem  was  established,  under  a 
collector,  in  1789*.  July  1,  1913,  Salem  became  a  subport  of  Bostoa 
in  collection  district  4,.  in  charge  of  a  deputy  collector.  It  v^as 
formerly  one  of  the  busiest  ports  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  collections 
reaching  about  $7,225,000  during  peak  years.  Collections  currently 
average  about  $10,000  annually*  Prior  to  1913,  Salem  and  Beverly  were 
included  in  the  district  of  Salem,  Since  that  time  Salen,.  Beverly^ 
Marbleheadj  and  Lynn  have  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  daputy 
collector  at  Salaa«,  Active  records  of  t'^is  a.gency  are  kept  in  four 
rooms  in  the  Custom  House.-  All  the  archives  inventoried,  considering 
their  age,  are  in  good  condition.

A  customs  office  was  established  in  Springfield  in  February  18914 
■Kie  town  iiTas  .an  independent  port  of  entry  from  that  date  until  July  1, 
1913j  when  it  -was  reclassified  as  a  subport  and  brought  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Boston  headquarters^  From  the  date  of  its  establishment, 
it  was  quartered  in  the  old  Post  Office  Building  on  Main  Street  until  1932, 
when  the  acting  deputy  collector  and  his  staff  moved  to  the  newly  con- 
structed Federal  Building,  a  part  of  which  had  boon  especially  designed 
for  the  Custoiis  Service.  The  agency  occupies  three  offices,  on  first 
floor,  the  apprising  ?oom  on  the  second  floors  and  a  general  storeroom 
in  the  bassmeiit  of  the  building*  The  supervision  of  a  fe?/  motor  boats 
and  other  small  rivor  caraft  comprises  all  of  the  miter  activities  of  this 
office;  most  of  its  work  is  concerned  with  the  collection  of  fees,  dutiesj 
and  other  revenue,  or  the  bonding  of  imports  and  exports  warehoused  in 
the  city.

A  customs  office  was  established  in  Worcester  in  August,  1900, 
The  city  remained  an  independent  port  of  entry  until  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Customs  Service  in  July,  1913,  when  it  was  reclassified 
as  a  subport  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston  headquarters.  The 
agency  has  moved  tv/ice  during  the  37  years  of  its  existence,  from 
the  old  Post  Office  Building  when  that  was  demolished  in  1930  ts 
temporary  offices  on  Foster  Street,,  and  then  to  its  present  location 
in  the  new  Federal  Building,  v;hich  was  erected  in  1933  on  the  site 
of  the  old  Post  Office  Building,  Here  it  occupies  modem  offices  on 
the  third  floor  and  shares  a  general  storeroom,  in  the  basement,  with 
the  Post  Office  Department.  A  deputy  collector  and  a  small  staff  car- 
ry on  the  department  activities,  which  consist,  primarily,  of  col- 
lecting customs  fees,  duties,  and  other  revenue,  and  the  bonding  of 
imports  and  exports  warehoused  in  the  vicinity.  The  records  of  the 
agency  are  intact  from  the  date  of  its  establishment.  The  older  rec- 
ords in  the  basement  have  been  damaged  somewhat  in  their  two  removals 
and  by  poor  storage  conditions,,  but  all  current  material  is  safely 
maintained  in  modern  equipment  in  the  collector's  offices.  A
